ADDRESS FINANCIAL SUPPORT. 
TO ME. PUBLICITY BUREAU 


The Greather Bethel Chamber 
of Commerce will meet at 7:30 p. 
m, on Wednesday, Dec, 6, at the 
home of Don Bennett. in Mayville, 
tto consider a varied agenda. The 
highest priority item will be that 
‘of requesting the towns of Bethel, 
Newry and Greenwood to appro- 
priate a certain sum of money 
for supporting the Maine Publici- 
ty Bureau. Each of the three 
towns’ businesses benefit from 
tourism and winter recreation; 
therefore, it is thought appropri- 
ate to ask for public financial as- 
sistance in the 1979 town meetings 
which would be allocated for out 
of state advertising by the Publi- 
city Bureau. Maine has committed . 
up to $400,000 in State funds to 
match amounts raised by the Pub- 
licity Bureau. 

In_ addition to the $292 paid to 
the Bureau in 1978 by the local 
Chamber, another $200- has’ been 
requested as'a pledge in 1978 for 
the years of 1978 and 1979. 

Another equally important item 
is that of a “Bethel area” inform- 
ation booth for the summer of 
1979, Bethel.is .on the list of Pub- 
licity Bureau sites for a new in- 
formation center, However, 


Maine’s Department of Transporta- * 


tion has responsibility for tourist 
information and outdoor advertis- 
ing along Maine’s highways. The 
Jocal chamber, therefore needs +o 
decide the most cost effective ap- 
proach to take locally with res- 
pect to an information program. 

Since the cut-off date for pro- 
posed articles for the 1979. town 
meeting warrant in Bethel is Dec. 
15, the local Chamber must decide 
prior to that date whether or not 
it is going to ask for public 
financial support of an informa- 
tion booth. Any support, if re- 
quested, would be for the cost of 
constructing the building itself. 
‘One alternative available for con- 
sideration is the donation of a 
building located on Broad Street. 

The least expensive alternative 
to an information booth is to con- 
struct more unmanned information 
centers similar to the one cur- 
rently set up at The Gem Shop. If 
this option is chosen, the Cham- 
ber will then have to work out 
siting of such information bulletin 
boards with the State Highway De- 
partment, ideally locating them 
at roadside parks and picnic areas 
already maintained by the state 
in Gilead, Greenwood and Bethel.
